History society 
founder dies

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a popular local historian de¬ 
scribed as “a goodwill ambassa¬ 
dor for the town”. 

Eric Dunning, of Melrose Gar¬ 
dens, died on Tuesday morning 
at West Suffolk Hospital after 
a short illness. He was 78 years 
old. 

Eric was born in Yorkshire 
and moved to Newmarket as a 
young boy following the death 
of his father. 

He worked as a traffic warden 
in the town for many years be¬ 
fore helping to set up the New¬ 
market Local History Society 
(NLHS) in 1984. 

Sandra Easom, chair of the 
NLHS, told the News : “Eric has 
made considerable contribu¬ 
tions to the life of the local com¬ 
munity over the years through 
his research into local history 
and his work and involvements 
in the community.

“As a local person, he cared 
deeply about Newmarket and 
was very concerned that the 
town should be aware of, record 
and benefit from its rich his¬ 
tory.” 

Eric was chairman of NLHS 
for many years and was made 
the society’s first lifetime presi¬ 


dent after he decided to step 
down from the post in May, 
in recognition of his achieve¬ 
ments. 

Sandra said: “Everyone, in¬ 
cluding myself, would say he 
was the kindest traffic warden 
they ever met. 

“I think he was generally a 
goodwill ambassador for the 
town.” 

His cousin Rosemary Fore¬ 
man, who is secretary of NLHS, 
said he would be much missed. 

Rosemary, of Cheveley, said: 
“We shall miss him hugely. 

“So many people will miss 
him as he was so well known 
about the town. 

“What he didn’t know about 
Newmarket wasn’t worth know¬ 
ing.” 

Eric’s wife Yvonne died two 
years ago. 

Eric is survived by two sons, 
Stephen and iohn, and his two 
brothers, Ron and Charlie. 

A date has not yet been set for 
the funeral.

THE statistics say it all: If a child learns to 
read for pleasure, he or she is more likely 
to perform better at school, according to 
research. 

Children who are unable to read to the 
required level can face a lifetime of under¬ 
achievement. 

The sad fact is that primary school chil¬ 
dren in Newmarket are falling behind in 
levels of reading - so much so that when 
they reach Year 7 they are, on average, six 
to nine months behind their peers. 

In fact Suffolk is the third worst per¬ 
forming local authority in the country at 
a primary level, according to government 
league tables last year. 

Poor results have seen parents sending 
their children to school in Cambridge and 
Bury St Edmunds, leaving the town bereft 
of potential talent. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, principal at New¬ 
market College which was placed in spe¬ 
cial measures by Ofsted inspectors in 
April, says the average student arriving 
at the college in Year Seven is six to nine 
months behind the national average for 
reading. 

We want to change all this - and we need 
your help. 

There is evidence that reading for pleas¬ 
ure is a more important determinant of 
children’s educational success than their 
family’s socio-economic status. Reading 
for pleasure can even have a positive im¬ 
pact on pupil’s emotional and social de¬ 
velopment. 

So today we are launching the New¬ 
market News ‘Let’s Read!’ campaign, in 
conjunction with the Newmarket Festival 
committee. The aim is to recruit volun¬ 
teers - people just like you - who are will¬ 
ing to give up just a few hours of their time, 
each week, to go into a primary school and 
listen to children read. 

Seven state primary headteachers in the 
town have signed up to the campaign, as 
well as Newmarket College, and the plan 
is to partner adult volunteers with prima¬ 
ry school children to enthuse and inspire 
them and to help them progress academi¬ 
cally. 

Of course, we are not suggesting that 
this replaces the time that mums and dads 
and grandparents already spend reading

with their children at home - that is cru¬ 
cial still. We just want to add to that, and 
build on it. 

And of course many of you reading this 
will already be giving up time to go into 
schools and listen to children read. 

But the schools need more people who 
are willing to do this.... and that’s where 
our campaign comes in. 

Reading should not be divisive. It should 
not be dependent on economic circum¬ 
stances, race or gender. 

Reading provides a world of excitement 
and imagination from which young and 
old can derive enormous pleasure. 

It should be fun, not a chore. 

We want to help children discover the 
joy of reading, instead of regarding it as 
something their teacher insists they do. 

Wendy Davey, Editor of the Newmarket 
News, said: “It is a sad but undeniable fact 
that children in Newmarket are falling be¬ 
hind in literacy skills. But thankfully it is 
something that can be changed with the 
help of the community. 

“Unlike many campaigns, we are not 
asking for your money - we are asking you 
for some of your time. 

“Please support us by offering an hour 
or two or three - whatever you can spare - 
and help children in Newmarket discover 
the magic of reading.” 

College principal Dr Cadwalladr said: “If 
there is a magic bullet in education, then 
literacy is it. Better readers make better 
communicators, better communicators 
make better writers, and better writers will 
do better in all their exams. 

“If you would like to help us turn reading 
from a chore into a lifelong pleasure and a 
foundation for success in the classroom 
and beyond, please join ‘Let’s Read!”’ 

Will you help us inspire the next genera¬ 
tion into reading for pleasure?

Welfare charity 
offers a change 
of pace in racing

IF the physical and mental de¬ 
mands of a career in racing be¬ 
come too much then help is at 
hand. 

That is the message from char¬ 
ity Racing Welfare at the launch 
of its pilot scheme ‘Change of 
Pace’. 

The Newmarket-based char¬ 
ity launched the 12-month 
scheme this week, which will 
assess the feasibility of setting 
up a careers counselling service 
within the racing industry. 

Chief executive Lesley Gra¬ 
ham said there was an “over rep¬ 
resentation of middle-aged and 
older men seeking assistance” 
which they hope to address. 

She said: “This is a really excit¬ 
ing initiative and another exam¬ 
ple of Racing Welfare seeking to 
initiate positive change for the 
benefit of racing staff.” 

Research by the charity found 
men aged 45 to 60-years-old 
were struggling with the de¬ 
mands of their jobs in racing but 
were unable to admit it for fear 
of‘losing face’. 

Others found it hard to come

to terms with no longer being 
able to ride out. 

Racing Welfare wants to show 
people there are other careers 
within the industry. 

One advocate of the service is 
former professional jockey Ed¬ 
die Guest. The 50-year-old, who 
lives in Fordham, told the News: 
“The reason I came into racing 
was because all my family work 
in the industry. 

“I loved to ride and I wanted 
to be a jockey. I always strug¬ 
gled with my weight so I had to 
“waste” for two or three days at 


a time where I wouldn’t eat or 
drink anything. By the time I 
was 321 was finding it very hard 
physically. I thought I can’t do 
this any more, I can’t keep put¬ 
ting this pressure on my body.” 

He became a work jockey and, 
at 48, he injured his arm in a 
fall from a horse which put him 
out of action for 18 months. He 
decided to retrain as a mainte¬ 
nance worker for the charity. 

Mr Guest said: “It is a good 
change. It is much more relax¬ 
ing. I didn’t know what I was go¬ 
ing to do when I gave up racing 
but my son is a carpenter and 
he encouraged me. This is defi¬ 
nitely the next best thing.” 

For the first three months par¬ 
ticipants will be recruited from 
six employers who will each 
nominate up to ten employees 
to take part. The trial will go 
ahead for eight months and the 
results will then be collated. 

The scheme is funded by 
the British Horseracing Grant 
Scheme, The Wates Family En¬ 
terprise Trust, The National 
Trainer’s Federation and Racing 
Welfare.

Rare Anglo Saxon gold coin is declared treasure

AN ANGLO-Saxon coin thought to 
be one of only three found in the re¬ 
gion has been declared treasure. 

The pale gold shilling was un¬ 
earthed on farmland at Mildenhall 
by Paul Flack in February, an in¬ 
quest at Bury St Edmunds heard on 
Thursday. 

Faye Minter from Suffolk’s archae¬ 
ological service said a hole had been 
made in the coin, which dated from 
between 660 - 680AD, to turn it into 
a piece of jewellery. 


She said: “It is fairly unusual for 
them to be modified. 

“The coin has been pierced and 
the remains of a separately cast cy¬ 
lindrical silver rivet are present to¬ 
wards one side of the flan, indicative 
of modification for usage as some¬ 
thing other than a coin. 

“Coins of this period were com¬ 
monly either looped or pierced for 
suspension and worn as pendants, 
and it is likely that the purpose of 
the rivet was to secure a suspension 


loop. 

The coin was one of only three 
others known to exist, one in Nor¬ 
folk and two in Suffolk. Norwich 
Castle Museum and Art Gallery have 
expressed an interest in the coin. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
ruled that as the coin had been 
made into jewellery and contained 
more than 10 per cent gold, it quali¬ 
fied to be declared treasure. 

The value will be decided by inde- 
pent experts. 
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Colours of 
India for 
tile project 

LITTLE ones put their own 
spin on Indian folk art when 
they took a trip to a ceramic 
painting studio. 

Children from the 
Hedgehog class at 
Houldsworth Valley Primary

Scribbles, in Park Lane, 
on Wednesday where they 
painted ceramic tiles in the 
theme of traditional Indian 
Rangoli art, a colourful folk 
art form made up of ancient 
symbols and patterns. 

Emma Shackleton, 
Hedgehog Class Teacher, 
said: "At the moment each 
child's piece of work is 
beautiful and individual, 
abstract in design, the final 
masterpiece remaining a 
mystery. Only when the 
children piece together their 
tiles will the puzzle will 
be solved and the finished 
work of art be revealed." 

The tiles will be glazed 
and fired before coming 
together to create a large 
piece of Rangoli art.

Teenager caught 
with box of bullets 


A TEENAGER caught with am¬ 
munition he claimed to have 
found in a field has been sen¬ 
tenced to eight months in cus¬ 
tody. 

Mikel Radford, 19, of Pem¬ 
broke Close, Mildenhall, plead¬ 
ed guilty to possessing prohib¬ 
ited ammunition and possessing 
ammunition when prohibited 
because of previous criminal 
convictions at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday 

The court heard how police 
had found a box marked ‘Win¬ 
chester Sub Sonic .22 Long Rifle’ 
with 49 cartridges in Radford’s 
bag on January 16. 

Radford had been at an ad¬ 
dress in Mildenhall with two 
other men and had been smok¬ 
ing cannabis, said Richard Ste¬ 
vens, prosecuting. 

Radford told police: “I found

them in a field. I thought they 
looked cool. I didn’t know they 
were real bullets.” 

Mr Stevens said the rounds 
were designed to expand on im¬ 
pact and were often used for ver¬ 
min control. 

Radford claimed to have come 
across the box in snowy con¬ 
ditions in a field as he walked 
home from Beck Row the previ¬ 
ous evening. He said he hoped to 
sell them to a friend who owned 
air weapons. 

The court heard how because 
of a previous custodial sentence 
at a young offenders’ institution 
less than five years ago, Radford 
was prohibited from possessing 
firearms or ammunition. 

John Morgans, mitigating, said 


Radford had made considerable 
efforts to remain offending-free 
since his release. 

He said Radford had no weap¬ 
on with which he could fire the 
bullets and posed littie danger to 
the public. 

Mr Morgans said: “He accepts 
that what he did amounts to a 
criminal offence but he didn’t re¬ 
alise the seriousness of what he 
was getting himself into.” 

Sentencing him to eight 
months in a Young Offenders 
Institution, Judge John Devaux 
said he did not believe Radford’s 
claims about how he came by 
the bullets. 

Judge Devaux said: “You had 
no business to be in possession 
of ammunition within five years 
of your release from your custo¬ 
dial sentence. I have no doubt 
that you were well aware of that.” 


Journalist's death 'was accidental' 


A RETIRED racing journalist 
and jockey died after falling on a 
pavement and suffering a head 
injury, an inquest has decided. 

John Browning, 87, of Weston 
Way, had fallen in Newmarket 
on October 24 last year and suf¬ 
fered a blow to his head and 
other less serious injuries, an 
inquest heard on Thursday. 


Doctors decided against sur¬ 
gery after a scan showed bleed¬ 
ing on his brain. 

He was placed under obser¬ 
vation but the next day a scan 
revealed the area affected by 
bleeding had significantly en¬ 
larged. Despite doctors’ efforts, 
Mr Browning died later that day. 

A post mortem examination 


concluded that death had been 
due to haematoma following 
a fall with other natural causes 
playing an underlying role. 

Recording a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death, Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Peter Dean said: “We have 
clearly what is an accidental fall 
that has initiated this chain of 
events.”

Former trainer 
took his own life

A TRAINER who had battled 
depression and alcoholism 
hanged himself outside his flat 
in the town centre, an inquest 
has heard. 

Former Newmarket trainer 
Michael Quinlan, 61, was found 
by a neighbour at Belmont 
Court, in Newmarket, on April 8. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
recorded a verdict that Mr Quin¬ 
lan had taken his own life at an 
inquest at Bury St Edmunds on 
Thursday. 

The coroner said: “It is clear 
from all of the evidence that he 
seriously intended the outcome 
of his actions.” 

Dr Dean said it was quickly 
established by detectives when 
they attended the scene that 
there had been no suspicious 
circumstances. 

Mr Quinlan’s body was iden-

tified by his brother Noel who 
was able to provide details of his 
personal history. 

A report from Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital showed that Mr Quin¬ 
lan had made an apparent pre¬ 


vious suicide attempt by taking 
an overdose. 

Attempts had been made by 
mental health professionals to 
help Mr Quinlan with depres¬ 
sion and alcoholism, the in¬ 
quest heard. 

A report from health worker 
Kevin Rowland said Mr Quinlan 
had made another previous at¬ 
tempt at hanging himself. 

Pathologist Dr Sheila Purdy 
who conducted a post mortem 
examination on Mr Quinlan said 
death had been due to hanging. 
Toxicology tests performed at 
Imperial College revealed no 
traces of alcohol or drugs in Mr 
Quinlan’s blood. 

Recording his verdict, Dr 
Dean said: “This was not some¬ 
thing which was a trivial at¬ 
tempt. It was clearly a very seri¬ 
ous attempt on this occasion.” 

His brother Noel described 
him as “a great man, a great 
trainer and a great brother”. 


174 motorists caught for drink driving 


MORE than 170 motorists were caught drink 
driving in a police crackdown. 

Officers breathlysed 4,648 drivers in Norfolk 
and Suffolk throughout June and 174 motorists 
failed a breathylyser test or refused to give a 
specimen.

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Jobs could be 
lost in district 
council review 

JOBS could be lost at a district council 
as it conducts a review in light of 
government spending cuts. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council will reviews its services and 
spending over the next few months 
after government proposals to cut local 
authority budgets by 10 per cent. 

Cllr James Palmer, council leader, 
said: "As a small local authority, we 
too face great financial pressures 
which have been made more 
difficult by the future cuts to local 
government budgets announced in 
the recent Spending Review. On the 
back of incredibly tough financial 
settlements in recent years where 
the authority has only just balanced 
its books, the District Council is now 
in a very difficult situation when 
we look forward to 2014/15 and 
beyond. However we must face these 
challenges and look at the best way to 
deliver the services our residents need. 

"No one should be under the illusion 
that this is an easy task. We have to 
be honest and say there is a realistic 
chance that jobs could be lost at the 
Council, we maybe forced to withdraw 
from some non statutory services and 
we will have to look very closely at how 
we spend our grant budgets. 

"This is the tough reality which we 
now face." 

This work is set to take place over 
the next few months and will report to 
committees in December. 


18 months in jail 
for rogue trader

A ROGUE trader who charged 
overinflated prices for shoddy and 
unnecessary work across the re¬ 
gion has been handed an 18 month 
jail term. 

Arthur Draper, of Saddlebow 
Caravan Park, in King’s Lynn, per¬ 
suaded elderly homeowners in the 
area, including Mildenhall and 
Buckden, in Cambridgeshire, to 
have unnecessary work done on 
their properties before overcharg¬ 
ing them. 

Draper, 29, admitted four counts 
of fraud and four counts of mon¬ 
ey laundering before a judge at 
Norwich Crown Court earlier this 
year and he was sentenced to 18 
months in prison on Tuesday. 

He was arrested in March 2012 
following a joint investigation by 
Norfolk Police and Cambridgeshire 
Trading Standards. 

In July 2011 Draper called at the 
home of a man in Mildenhall, of¬ 
fering to do work on his roof. 

The next day Draper and three 
other men arrived and the home- 
owner withdrew £500 cash to pay

for the work but then Draper iden¬ 
tified more work that needed doing 
and the price increased to £3,600. 

The homeowner had concerns 
about the quality of the work but 
was fearful of what might happen 
if he complained. 

A chartered surveyor later in¬ 
spected the work and deemed that 
none of it had been completed 
properly. 


Draper also targeted victims in 
Buckden, in Cambridgeshire, and 
Fakenham and Diss. 

Det Con Colin Aris, of Norfolk 
Police, said: “Draper took advan¬ 
tage of elderly homeowners who 
felt they could not challenge his in¬ 
creasing prices and sadly suffered 
the consequences. He exploited 
their good nature by persuading 
them to have unnecessary work 
done which was of little or no val¬ 
ue, and even caused damage which 
then needed repairing. 

“He is a classic rogue trader who 
was simply out for himself and 
never intended to carry out work 
to a proper standard within the 
law. He used a false name and even 
pretended his van and phone had 
been stolen to get out of facing up 
to the shoddy work he had left be¬ 
hind. 

“The custodial sentence is a re¬ 
flection of the impact his offend¬ 
ing has had on these vulnerable 
members of the community, and 
should serve as a warning to others 
who think it is acceptable to take 
advantage of people for their own 
gain.” 


School told 
to improve 
by Ofsted 

A NEW primary school has 
been told to improve by the 
school's watchdog. 

Ofsted inspectors visited St 
Christopher's CEVC Primary 
School, in Red Lodge, last 
month and found the school 
'requires improvement'. 

The report found the 
behaviour and safety of 
children was good but 
improvements were needed 
in teaching, attainment and 
leadership at the school, 
which opened last September 
in a new building in 
Bellflower Crescent. 

Lead Inspector Geoff Tims 
said in the report: "The 
progress for these pupils 
has been inconsistent due 
to changes in the provision 
including the move to a new 
school. 

"This year, however, due 
to good teaching, they have 
made good progress." 

He also stated a lack 
of sufficient funding was 
proving to be "a significant 
barrier" for the school's 
development. 

Headteacher Kathryn 
McMurtary said a plan was 
in place to improve the areas 
which caused worries for 
inspectors.

A rare condition - only 
one in 4,000 babies are born with it - 
which occurs when the oesophagus 
(the food pipe which connects the 
mouth with the stomach) is blocked, it 
requires immediate surgery so the baby 
can feed. 

“We were just really hoping they had 
got it wrong. We felt gutted but came to 
the conclusion there wasn’t anything we 
could do, so just tried to stay positive,” 
Lucy says. “We had to be really cautious 
though: as soon as my waters broke 
we had to get to the hospital because 
there was then a risk that his cord might 
come down first with a big gush of 
water.” 

Winter Jay Hamilton was born at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital on November 
27, 2012, weighing six pounds and six 
ounces. Lucy and Jason couldn’t have 
been happier but their joy was short¬ 
lived. Doctors confirmed Winter did 
have TOF, and would have to go straight 
to the Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 
at Cambridge’s Rosie Hospital to be 
operated on the next day. 

Although they had been prepared for 


the worst, the couple’s world still came 
crumbling down as their son was taken 
away before they even had chance to 
hold him. “Having my baby and then 
seeing him be rushed into surgery was 
heart-breaking,” says Lucy. “We were 
really anxious and just wanted to be 
over there, but we also had total faith he 
was in very good hands.” 

Winter was in theatre for three hours, 
but for Lucy and Jason it felt like a 
lifetime. “The surgeons opened up the 
blockages and simply stitched them up, 
which sounds quite straightforward but 
at the time the surgeon said the tubes 
they were working on were the size 
of a piece of macaroni, so really tiny,” 
explains Lucy. “We were so upset. Our 
little boy had only been in the world 
one day and already had to go through 
all this distress.” 

Thankfully the surgery was a success, 
but seeing their baby boy - so tiny and 
vulnerable - hooked up to all kinds 
of bleeping machines was deeply 
distressing for the couple. “It was 
heart-breaking to see him sedated and 
covered in tubes. We had this beautiful 
baby son but we couldn’t even cuddle 
him,” remembers Lucy. 
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How did the couple stay 
strong? “We never allowed 
ourselves to think of the worst,” 
Lucy recalls. “Although there 
are times when you just want to 
scream, and scoop him up and 
never let him go, we knew he 
was in good hands, and there 
wasn’t any other place in the 
world we would have wanted 
him to be. 

“Looking back it all seems like 
such a blur,” she muses. “When 
you’re in it and living it you can’t 
think of anything else and you 
just try to focus on getting to the 
other side, but looking back now 
it seems like another lifetime 
ago.” 

The road to recovery was 
long for baby Winter. He still 
couldn’t breathe on his own, 
and would have to be taught to 
feed through his mouth. Doctors 
were also wary that a lot of 
babies with TOF can also have 
other complications to do with 
their spine and kidneys; after 
everything the Hamilton family 
had been through, it was a relief 
when the tests came back clear. 
“The poor little lad had been 
through enough,” says Lucy 

As the days went by Winter 
started to get stronger, and Lucy 
and Jason were thrilled when 
they got to change his bedding 
and nappy for the first time. 

“It was such a big step and we 
were so happy to be able to do 
it. The doctors also showed us 
how to wash his little face and 
how to keep his lips moist. It 
was amazing to be able to do 
this ourselves, after watching 
only nurses and doctors do this 
so far. 

“Although we were welcoming 
parenthood a little differently to 
others, we were so excited.” 

After a week in intensive 
care Winter’s doctors gradually 
reduced his medication and 


took him off his ventilator. Some 
of the tubes were removed, and 
Lucy and Jason were finally 
able to hold their son. “We were 
relieved; it seemed the worst 
was over, and we could even 
have our first proper cuddles 
with him, which were long 
overdue.” 

With Winter doing well, the 
family started to have meetings 
with the Addenbrooke’s speech 
and language team to try and 
feed him by mouth. “Usually 
babies learn how to suck 
and swallow in the womb,” 

Lucy explains. “They suck on 
their thumb and swallow the 
amniotic fluid but Winter wasn’t 
doing this. So we had to teach 
him how to suck, breathe and 
swallow at the same time.” 

After three weeks in hospital 
Winter could finally be taken 
home on December 20, 2012; 
it was the perfect Christmas 
present. “It was so amazing 
when we could finally take 
him home. By then we were 
exhausted by hospitals and were 
so desperate to get him home for 
Christmas,” Lucy says. “When he 
first came home we had to start 
by giving him just 2ml of milk, 
which is just half a teaspoon, 
and then we eventually got to 
a whole teaspoon and then a 
tablespoon - we were just over 
the moon! 

“He was able to have his 
feeding tube out and take 
teaspoons by mouth, and now 
he can feed orally and has even 
taken in some purees,” beams 
Lucy. 

Throughout Winter’s stay at 
Addenbrooke’s, Lucy and Jason 
stayed at Chestnut House, the 
home from home provided by 
The Sick Children’s Trust. The 
charity provides free, clean and 
comfortable accommodation 
for families that have seriously 


ill children in hospital, and 
for Lucy and Jason it was a 
Godsend. “Our whole stay at 
Addenbrooke’s was helped 
immensely by our stay at 
Chestnut House. They were just 
amazing support and without 
them I really don’t know how we 
would have coped emotionally 
and physically,” says Lucy. 

“We stayed with other parents 
who had babies in intensive 
care, and it makes you feel like 
you’re not alone. It also gave 
us a sense of normality in what 
was such a stressful and chaotic 
situation - we are so thankful to 
them.” 

After everything they’ve been 
through, I wondered if the 
experience has changed Lucy 
and Jason's outlook on life? 

“It’s taught us so many things,” 
Lucy concludes. “To value life 
and take each day as it comes, 
to stay positive and value the 
NHS. They get a bad press but 
we could not fault them at one 
point. They are just always there 
to fix us and we are so lucky to 
have that.” 

Today, Winter is happy, 
handsome and healthy, the 
epitome of cute as he murmurs 
away in his doting parents’ arms. 
He is now eating normally, and 
although there is a chance he 
might need another operation 
in the future, Lucy and Jason 
are determined to enjoy every 
moment with their beautiful 
baby boy. 

And after such a traumatic 
start to parenthood, who can 
blame them? “Parenthood has 
been brilliant. Every little stage 
he reaches we appreciate; we 
even watch him have his bottle 
and find that amazing. He has 
come so far.”

SHAKESPEARE fever is definitely 
beginning to hit Cambridge.

THE apocalypse is nigh in The 
World’s End, the concluding chapter 
of director Edgar Wright and actor 
Simon Pegg’s so-called Three 
Flavours Cornetto Trilogy, which 
began with the hilarious Shaun Of 
The Dead then stuttered with Hot 
Fuzz. 

Alas, the third outing is a charmless 
exercise in male bonding as five 
childhood pals reunite to complete a 
legendary pub crawl in their sleepy 
hometown - only to discover the 
locals have been replaced by robots. 

The film's fictional community 
of Newton Haven boasts the UK's 
first roundabout, built circa 1909, 
and Wright and Pegg's haphazard 
script fittingly goes round in circles 
as the co-writers attempt in vain to 
bring their hotch-potch of madcap 
ideas to satisfying fruition. The tone 
veers wildly between sci-fi, comedy, 
action and horror, anchored by an 
exuberant performance from Pegg 
as the most instantly unlikeable and 
irritating anti-hero to swagger out of 


British cinema in recent memory. 

A prologue set in June 1990 
sketches the bonds of friendship 
between five teenagers, who fail to 
complete a crawl of 12 local pubs, 
culminating in a final glorious pint at 
The World's End. 

Two decades later, the ringleader 
of that motley crew, Gary King 
(Pegg), decides to bring the lads back 
together to complete the feat known 
as The Golden Mile. 

With pals Andrew (Nick Frost), 
Steven (Paddy Considine), Oliver 
(Martin Freeman) and Peter (Eddie 
Marsan), in tow their challenge 
barely gets under way when Gary 
unmasks the strangely emotionless 
residents as robotic doppelgangers 
and all hell breaks loose. 

The World's End is peppered with 
cameos, none of which produce big 
laughs. 

The visual gags barely raise a 
smile and relationships between the 
characters are thinly sketched.

The beautiful 
parkland houses a glorious lake and woodland, 
offering plenty of picnicking spots. After tucking in, 


let the kids discover the secret garden, investigate 
the ancient temple and smell the wonderful citrus

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


C3 Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

L3 Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

CUER in race to be 
ready for Solar fun 


YOU have to admire the in¬ 
genuity and tenacity of the 
CUER - Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity Eco-Racing - team 
in building its ‘Resolution’, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

The rules for entrants 
into the bi-annual Solar 
Challenge in Australia 
were changed less than 12 
months ago, and entrants 
for the Darwin-to-Adelaide 
run now must be four- 
wheeled vehicles. The 
last run, in 2011, involved 
two-wheeled vehicles, so 
it was back to the drawing 
board for CUER and the 
design and construction of 
the Resolution had to take 
place while the team were 
also studying, so a labour 
of love it has been. 


However, the result is 
looking good. Team man¬ 
ager Keno Mario-Ghae says 
that he is confident ahead 
to the race which takes 
place in October. Looking 
at the competition, he told 
an assembled audience at 
Millbrook Proving Ground 
on Saturday he was happy 
because “we designed all 
these (other cars) but we 
threw them away because 
what we came up with is 
better”. 

The Resolution is the 
UK’s only entrant, and its 
USP is that the solar pan¬ 
els will turn to track the 
sun, giving it 15-20 per 
cent more energy when 
compared to static panels. 

The Resolution has al¬ 


ready reached 55mph 
and is in the frame for the 
Guinness World Record 
for the “most efficient so¬ 
lar array in the world” ti¬ 
tle. 

The team is still prepar¬ 
ing for the gruelling race, 
which involves drivers do¬ 
ing four-hour shifts over 
a period of around four 
days. The vehicle has only 
basic facilities, and drivers 
aren’t expected to stop and 
get out during their stint. 
Asked whether they would 
be allowed toilet breaks a 
CUER spokesperson said 
that wasn’t in the game- 
plan: “We need them (the 
drivers) to be professional 
to the point where it’s not 
about you any more.” 


■ CUER has appealed for 
funding to help overcome 
an £80,000 deficit in its fi¬ 
nancial plans. 

“We have an £60,000 
funding hole to get this 
car flown out in 60 days 
for the start of the race in 
90 days time,” Mario-Ghae 
told an audience which in¬ 
cluded Hermann Hauser, 
who is funding the solar 
panels, and Charles Cot¬ 
ton, who is providing tech¬ 
nical advice. “The spare 
parts need to get shipped 
out in the next two to three 
weeks.”

“I had the first two in the 
Stewards’ Cup in 2008 (when 
Conquest beat King’s Apostle) with 
the second being favourite and the 
second went on to be a Group One 
horse. 

“I’ll see what the handicapper 


does to them both but Stencive is 
going to be a very nice horse.” 

Haggas also won with Sun Cen¬ 
tral, who continued his progression 
with a smooth display upped in 
class in the lohn Smith’s Silver Cup. 
■ Dual Oaks winner Snow Fairy has 
been retired after aggravating an 
old tendon injury during a workout 
yesterday morning. 

The six-year-old mare was 
being prepared for a return to ac¬ 
tion by Newmarket trainer Ed Dun¬ 
lop when connections discovered 
the career-ending problem. 

“It is with much sadness that a 
decision was made to retire Snow 
Fairy,” the Newmarket handler said 


in a statement. “Unfortunately after 
a routine piece of fast work she was 
found to have re-injured her near 
fore tendon, which has caused her 
problems in the last two years.” 

Snow Fairy secured just 
under £4million in prize-money 
in a career which saw her win six 
Group One races across the globe. 

She was last seen claiming 
the Irish Champion Stakes at 
Leopardstown in September 2012. 

Snow Fairy will be sent to Ireland 
once she has been let down from 
training to embark upon brood¬ 
mare duties. She will be covered 
next year by her owner Cristna 
Patino’s stallion Elusive Pimpernel.

Lantern Falmouth appeal 


CONNECTIONS of Sky 
Lantern have appealed the 
result of the Etihad Airways 
Falmouth Stakes. 

The Richard Hannon- 
trained filly winner of the 
1000 Guineas and Coronation 
Stakes, was beaten a neck by 
Elusive Kate at Newmarket on 
Friday but was carried across 
the track as the winner hung 
left in the hands of William 
Buick, who did have his whip 
in his correct hand. 

A lengthy stewards’ inquiry 
ensued, but the placings re¬ 
mained unaltered, although 
Buick was suspended for 
three days for careless riding. 

Sky Lantern’s jockey 
Richard Hughes was frus¬ 
trated in the aftermath, mak¬ 
ing his case in the televised 
hearing in the stewards’ 
room, and saying: “It’s a 
shame, as she’s the one who 
has the bad habit (hanging) 
and I’m the sufferer.” 

Hannon said on his 
website: “So many people 
have rung urging us to ap¬ 
peal and insisting that we 
have a strong case, so we have 
decided to give it a shot. 

“We have spoken to Ben 
Keswick (owner), and, though 
originally we were taking the 
decision on the chin, we have 
back-tracked and decided to 
go ahead with the appeal.” 

The hearing is scheduled 
for tomorrow. 



LETHAL Force has laid 
down his credentials to be 
the new superstar of the 
British sprint division, and 
take on the challenge on a 
global scale. 

There have been plenty 
of candidates to stake 
their claim for the crown 
in the last few years, but 
none has been able to 
grab the mantle by the 
scruff of the neck to see 
off all other contenders. 

One of the hardiest 
and pluckiest has been 
Newmarket trainer James 
Fanshawe's Society Rock, 
who has been consistently 
there or thereabouts in 
the Group One sprints. 

But the calibre of Lethal 
Force on the July Course 
on Saturday suggested that 
a star has arrived to not 
only rule Europe but also 
take the challenge to the 
rest of the world. 

It was not just Lethal 
Force but potent pace 
that jockey Adam Kirby 
was able to get out of 
his ride as they made 
nearly all to fend off the 
challenge of countless 
foreign raiders to win by 
one-and-a-half lengths 
from Society Rock. 

Some had questioned 
whether it was more a 
good ride and a bit of luck 
than the quality of the 


horse that helped Lethal 
Force land the Diamond 
Jubilee Stakes at Royal 
Ascot by two lengths, 
from Society Rock. 

However, those 
questions were banished 
with the way he claimed 
the six-furlong £500,000 
Darley July Cup in a course 
record 1 min 9.11 sec - 
which is some feat and 
four-tenths of a second 
quicker than European 
champion sprinter 
Stravinsky in 1999. 

"I am so proud of him 
because he has always 
promised," said winning 
trainer Clive Cox. "Even 
when he won at Royal 
Ascot they kind of said 
he was lucky and that 
it was a good ride, but 
he confirmed that he is 
pretty good. 

"The course record is 
something I will cherish." 

The Prix Maurice de 
Gheest in four weeks in 
France could be next for 
Lethal Force and more 
far-flung destinations 
could be on the cards 
later in the year, with an 
invite to the $1 million 
Patinack Farm Classic in 
Australia in November. 

Society Rock could 
also go to the Maurice de 
Gheest, en route to the 
Haydock Sprint Cup.

There's nothing Lucky about Kristale's win 


THE champagne was on George 
Margarson as he celebrated victory in the 
Group Two Duchess of Cambridge Stakes 
at Newmarket on Friday. 

All the hype and talk had been about 
others in the race, formerly known as the 
Cherry Hinton Stakes, as they looked to 
reproduce on Royal Ascot form. None 
more so than Rizeena, the impressive 
winner of the Queen Mary Stakes. 

But the corks were popping for the 
Graham Lodge Partnership as they 
watched their filly Lucky Kristale burst 
clear to win the prestigious two-year-old 
fillies' race by two-and-a-quarter lengths. 



The long-term target may be trying to 
emulate Attraction, who was the last filly 
to win the Cherry Hinton and then the 
1,000 Guineas, in 2003 and 2004. 

"I think she is a filly who is going to 
progress until next year," said Newmarket 
trainer Margarson. "To be honest, I'm 
in no hurry what to do with her. She 
eats and sleeps at home and has put on 
weight since Ascot. 

"Clive's filly (Rizeena) is probably 
going through a growing spell. She (Lucky 
Kristale) went through that after Ascot. 

"She's filling out and I would be seriously 
waiting to see what we do with her. She's 
a filly who it wouldn't bother me if we 
waited until the autumn with her. 

"She's similar to the horse I had a few 
years ago, Barathea Guest, in the sense 
of character, the way you ride her and 
everything you do. 

"It wouldn't surprise me if she ended 
up being a Guineas filly, she's got a lot of 
speed and there's a lot going for her." 

Jockey Tom Queally said: "There was 
a good even tempo, so I was content to 
take a sit off the pace. They went very 


fast in the Albany and she was to the fore 
that day. George said to take my time 
today and she did it very well. 

"She has got plenty of speed and is a 
filly who is going to improve." 

■ Feel Like Dancing set the tone of the 
afternoon to win the opening race of the 
July Festival, the Group Three Bahrain 
Trophy on Thursday. 

It was Newmarket trainer John 
Gosden's third successive win in the 
Bahrain Trophy, following on from the 
successes of Masked Marvel (2011) and 
Shantaram (2012). 

And the former of those went on to 
win the Ladbrokes St Leger in 2011, a 
race for which Feel Like Dancing has 
earned a first show of 20-1 from Paddy 
Power. 

Feel Like Dancing was dropping back 
three-furlongs in trip after his second 
to Leading Light in the Queen's Vase at 
Royal Asco. 

And Gosden said: "It is a lovely race 
and the horse has done it quite nicely. It 
is good form coming after the Queen's 
Vase at Ascot." 
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
